wealth of Massachusetts to sell a 
portion. of its unappropriated lands 
to. Sarah Bostwick in February of 
1796, Those few settlers who: had 
arrived prior to Jian. 1,:1784 would 
be allowed 100 acres. divided: in 
such a miannér as not to injure 
the surrounding land but include 
any improvements they may have 
made, provided, however, they 
would pay $5.00 within a year. 

The deed stipulated, as condi- 
tions for the Grant, that 12 more 
families. be settled by 1784, an- 
other 13 by 1800. ‘The township 
of Bostwick would provide the op- 
portunity for future settlement as 
well ds a needed. sense of organ- 
ization. 

- By 1800 the population would in- 
crease to 92 and more importantly 


this figure ‘would more than dow- . 


bie to .202 by 1810. The township 
of Bostwick was neither equipped 
to, nor capable of, meeting the 
demiands of this increased popu- 
lation. By Jianuary of 1805 the in- 
habitants of this area would peti- 
tion the Massachusetts. Legisia- 
ture to be incorporated into a 
town of Newry for which final ap- 
provial was granted on June 15, 
1805. 

Twenty-five years. after its first 
settlers began their homesteads 
and carving their lives out of the 
area, Newry would become home. 
However, just as building their 
homes and clearing the land was 
no easy task, organizing a young 
town would prove to be a long 
term concern: 

Mother Nature, laving seen fit 
to. place a mountain | range between 
the town’s two major rivers, cre- 
ated a physical barrier, that des- 
pile the road built to connect them, 
would separate the town in such 
‘a way that each sidé would, des- 
pite similarities, grow and devel- 
op independent of the other. 

To facilitate the handling of 
Town affairs regarding the pro- 
vision of local services, the town 
Was initially divided into tivo dis- 
tricts, these being Sunday River, 
or Soitth Newry as it would be 
later referred to, and Bear River, 
or Nosth Newry. Whilé the sélect- 
men would retain much control 
and town meeting would be the 
guiding hand, each district would 
be held accountable for their own 
aréas. 

With the county foads laid out 
in 1810 and again in 1823, as. well 
as the eventual road leading up 
Bear River to Letter B, now Graf: 
ton, tot long after, people would 
begin to move further wp the yal- 
leys. of each river consistent with 
rural developments. By 1827 two 
more districts would be added to 
handle these new areas of respon- 
sibility. Each River vould now 
have an iipper and lower district, 
Sunday River would continue to 
have two districts while Bear Riv-

MAINE RESIDENTS HAVE 
HIGHEST BLOOD PRESSURE 

Maine residents have 4 higher 
chance of developing high blood 
pressure than the rest of the na- 
tion, according to a survey. re- 
leased by the Maine Department 
of Human Services, 

DHS Commissioner Michael R. 
Petit said the study, completed 
by ithe University of Maine at Or- 
ono. Social Sciencé Reseaitch In- 
stitute, shows. that one of every 
four residents over 18 may have 
high blood pressure. 

The national figure is one of ev: 
ery five, 

‘Between 15,000 and 21,000 are 
being treated for high blood pres: 

lsure (hypexfension) and between: 
ye and 17,500 have their hy-" 
pertension under control, accord- 
ing to the survey. 

The survey was ia joint project 
of the deparbment and the Med- 
ical Care Development, Inc. It 
took. two years to complete. 

. Hypertension, or high blood pres- 
sure is a major contributing fac- 
tor to the nation’s leading cause 
of death—heart and blood vessel 
disease, In addition, uncontrolled 
high blood pressure appears to 
aggravate and accelerate such 
health conditions as anberioscler- 
‘osis and kidney failure. 

To help determine the extent of 
the problem in Maine, a scientific 
sample of households throughout 
the state was chosen and fiace-to- 
face interviews were attempted 
with all persons in those house- 
holds who were 18 years of age or 
older. A tofial of 1,255 interviews 
were completed, with each inter- 
viewer taking three blood meas- 
urements from each respondent. 

The results of the survey show 
that the mate of high blood pres- 
sure among Maine: noninstitution- 
alized adult residents. is' 24%. 
These are individuals who either 
have been diagnosed by«a physi- 
cian as hypertensive and are cur- 
rently on prescribed medication 
or are undiagnosed and have a 
diastolic blood pressure which is 
higher than normal. 

This ‘prevalence nate is higher 
than the estimate of 20% for white 
adults. in the U. 8. 

Of the Maine residents inter- 
viewed who are hypertensive, 15% 
are aware that they have high 
blood pressure, 64% are currently 
taking medications for high blood 
pressure and 519 are treated and 
controlled. : 

‘While these figures are fairly 
high. compared to similar survey 
data in other states, it is still of 
concern that approximately half 
of Maine’s hypertensives are not 
well controlled,” Conimissioner 
Petit said. 

The survey found that, in gen- 
eral, more men than women have 
elevated blood pressures, but that 
women are more likely to be wi- 
der a doctor's care for their hy- 
pertension and to have lowered 
their blood pressure to a normal 
range through medication. 

- It was also found that more men 
than women have hypentension 
that can be classified as severe. 

Among those interviewed, mid- 
dle-aged (41-60) and elderly (61- 
80 years) individuals were more 
likely to have elevated blood pres- 
sures than those in the younger 
(18-40) age group, 

The survey also indicates the 
older one gets, ihe more likely 
one is to be aware of the problem, 
be treated, and have it under con- 
trol, Those who have well con- 
trolled high blood pressure comn- 
prise 17% of the total hyperten- 
Sives in the 18-20 age group, while 
those who were jell coritrolled 
represent 73% of the total hyper- 
ttensives in the 61-80 age group. 

One other important factor in 
high blood pressure control in 
Maine appears to be weight. The 
survey shows that overweight in- 
dividuals tend to have the highest 
proportion. of adults with elevat- 
éd blood préessiire, as compared to 
thin ox norial weight individuals,
